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Exertion Test Halted On 
Sick Skylab Crewman

ROGA (AP) — One of Skylab’s 
three crewmen has returned to 
earth feeling sicker than any 
previous U.S. 
astronaut, 
but 
doctors say all three should re­ 
cover fully. 
Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin was 
dizzy and unable to walk with­ 
out help following the crew’s 
Pacific Ocean splashdown F ri­ 
day morning after 28 days in 
space aboard the orbiting labo­ 
ratory. He could not complete a 
series of physicl exertion tests 
and vomited at one point, said 
the 
mission’s flight 
surgeon, 
Dr. Royce Hawkins. 
Skylab 
commander 
Charles 
Conrad Jr. experienced some 
dizziness but improved to near 
normal 
within 
two 
hours, 
Hawkins reported. The third 
crewman, Paul J. Weitz, had 
more trouble than Conrad in 


Dead Scientists 
Elected To Stay 
With Sub

VERO BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
Two scientists trapped in a 
midget 
research 
submarine 
died after deciding against at­ 
tempting a 351-foot swim to the 
ocean’s surface, say the two 
men who survived the ordeal. 
The two survivors 
of last 
weekend’s minisub tragedy said 
Clayton Link and Albert Stover 
had equipment in the sub’s rear 
chamber 
that 
would 
have 
allowed a try *t a record- 
breaking free ascent. But they 
elected to wait on a rescue at­ 
tem pt by Navy divers and were 
dead of carbon dioxide poison­ 
ing when the sub was freed 
from its 31-hour entrapment. 
“ They decided they 
didnt 
want to lock out,” said Archi­ 
bald “ Jock” Menzies, one of 
the two survivors. ‘‘We agreed 
to wait for the Navy divers. 
Menzies, 
30, 
and 
Robert 
Meek, 27, the other survivor, 
spoke with newsmen on Friday 
after joint funeral services for 
Link, 31, and Stover, 51. 
Link, the son of millionaire 
inventor Edwin Link, and Sto­ 
ver, an expert on submarine 
safety, died about noon Mon­ 
day, several hours before their 
trapped 
minisub 
was 
freed 
from a scuttled World War II 
destroyer about 20 miles off 
Key West. 
The minisub was fii ally freed 
from cables dangling from the 
sunken ship by a 
olevision- 
guided grappling hook. 
The four men aboard the Sea 
XJnlr were investigating sea life 
around 
the destroyer, 
which 
had been scuttled to form an 
atrificial reef. 
Menzies said the rear 
lock 
out” chamber of the tiny sub 
could have been pressurized to 
allow the two men to leave the 
vessel with breathing 
equip­ 
ment. But no diver ever has 
made a free ascent from below 
306 feet, and Link and Stover 
elected not to attempt it, Men­ 
zies said.

adapting to earth gravity but 
was not as sick as Kerwin. 
“We have never seen any­ 
thing like Kerwin’s reaction,” 
said Hawkins.” He is slower by 
far in recovering than any of 
the others we have seen.” 
Most 
astronauts 
have 
had 
some ill effects from weightless 
space flight because their cir­ 
culatory systems become out of 
shape in zero gravity. 
The surgeon said it was too 
early to tell whether the crew 
would be able to accept Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s invitation to visit 
him and Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev in San Clemente, Ca­ 
lif., on Sunday.

Space agency officials said 
the men had accomplished es- 
sentialy all the mission’s ob­ 
jectives. 
They 
returned 
with 
plentiful 
data 
from 
observa­ 
tions of the sun and earth and 
from medical studies of the ef­ 
fects of weightlessness. 
They were labeled “the mas­ 
ter 
tinkerers 
of 
space” 
by 
space 
agency 
administrator 
Jam es Fletcher for their suc­ 
cess in solving tem perature and 
electrical 
problems 
that 
had 
threatened to ruin the Skylab 1 
mission. 
Hawkins said he expected the 
men to bounce back substan­ 
tially today after a good night’s 
sleep. 
Conrad had reported the crew 
was in “ supershape” as their 
space capsule floated down to a 
perfect landing about 830 miles 
southwest of San Diego. 
But 
after the capsule 
was 
hoisted to the carrier deck, the 
men walked heavily and un­ 
steadily from it to a nearby 
lab. 
Hawkins 
said Kerwin 
was 
aided by inflated pants that 
prevented the blood from pool­ 
ing in his legs and raised his 
blood 
pressure. Conrad 
and 
Weitz 
wore the pants uninf­ 
lated. 
During a long series of tests, 
Conrad was the only one who 
could perform about as well as 
he had before the mission. He 
experienced 
irregular 
heart­ 
beats, but Hawkins said it was 
“ nothing 
to 
be 
concerned 
about.” 
But when Weitz was riding a 
bicycle 
that 
measures 
work 
cutput, his blood pressure and 
pulse rate dropped suddenly. 
He 
also felt dizzy and nau­ 
seated but recovered quickly 
when the test was halted. 
Kerwin first ran into trouble 
when he was* put in a de\ice 
that has the opposite effect of 
the inflatable pants. It forces 
blood to pool in the legs to 
show how the circulatory sys­ 
tem responds to stress. 
Hawkins* said that, as the de­ 
vice caused progressively more 
stress, Kerwin’s blood pressure 
dropped and his heartbeat slow­ 
ed. That test was* stopped, and 
it was decided not to attempt 
the bicycle test. 
A series of blood chemistry 
and urine tests did not show 
anything out of the ordinary, 
said Hawkins. 
He said he had no immediate 
explanation for the differences 
in the condition of the three 
crewmen. 
**I was a little surprised that 
‘Pete’ (Conrad) looks as good 
as he does and that ‘Joe’ is 
showing 
as 
much 
(difficulty 
adapting) as he is. 1 expected 
all of them to be more like 
Weitz,” s*aid Hawkins. 
He added there was no evi­ 
dence that any of the astro­ 
nauts would suffer 
any per- 
manent disability. He also said 
the medical problems did not 
seem likely to interfere with 
the next two planned Skylab 
missions* of 56 days each. 
Studies of the crew’s reac­ 
tions to weightlessness are one 
of the main objectives of the 
Skylab program. 
Researchers 
will use data from this and the 
next two missions to see wheth­ 
er man can endure long space 
flights and whether special pre­ 
cautions must be taken. 
The astrosnauts brought back 
more than 30,000 photographs 
of the sun taken through in­ 
struments sensitive to varying 
light wavelengths. Among them 
are photographs 
of 
a 
solar 
flare, an eruption of energy 
that may help astronomers get 
long awaited answers to ques 
tions about the sun.

Kissinger told newsmen that 
among the subjects to be cov­ 
ered in the document are ef­ 
forts to spur strategic arms 
limitation negotiations as well

ference and mutual balanced 
force reduction. 
Kissinger said French For­ 
eign 
Minister 
Michel 
Jobert 
would be coming to the West­ 
ern White House next Friday to 
dis*cuss the new transatlantic 
relationship and that all of the 


ambassadors 
from 
the 
per­ 
manent MATO council in Brus­ 
sels, currently visiting U.S. mil­ 
itary bases, 
are to see the 
President next Saturday. 
Nixon is planning a major 
swing through European capi­ 
tals later in the year. 
Official sources said Nixon 
and Brezhnev were arranging 
to witness the signing late to- 
d;.v of a civilian aviation agree­ 
ment intended to increase air 
travel 
between 
the 
United 
States and the Soviet Union. 
At 
present, 
scheduled 
air 
service links New York and 
Moscow. Under the agreement, 
negotiated by lower-level offi­ 
cials in meetings late Friday, 
Washington and Leningrad also 
would be linked directly and 
there would be an increase in 
the number and frequency of 
charter flights. 
The aviation pact would be 
the ninth—and probably last— 
agreement to be signed during 
the 
Nixon-Brezhnev 
summit. 
The leaders signed three of the 
agreements, including one Fri­

Malcolm Geddis, assistant to 
Moran, entered the main yard 
to meet with inmates. A short 
time later, officers entered the 
cellblock and regained control. 
Prison Warden Bud Gomes 
identified the slain guards as 
Dale Morey, 37, and Ted Buck­ 
ley, 26. He said both were m ar­ 
ried and that Buckley was the 
father of three children. 
“The killings were a vicious 
and senseless crime for which 
there was no reason,” Gomes 
said. 
“ Both of those guards 
were fine young officers.” 
“Someone had started a fire 
with a mattress and decoyed 
one of the guards to the second 
tier, where he was killed,” At- 
kes said. ’The second officer 
was assaulted on the lower tier.

But because of insurance and 
zoning rules in this count ry 
motocross courses are normally 
run on track with built-in ob­ 
stacles such as water hazards, 
steep uphill climbs with twist­ 
ing turns and even jumps*.

and the increased popularity 
spread to racing.

‘One reason it’s grown so 
iast is beta use the sport is so 
affordable," said Steve Evans, 
manager of I r wind ale It ace way 
east of Los Angelos.

Lack of long range planning 
in establishing 
most 
govern­ 
mental units is one problem 
within government, according to 
Lloyd M. Allen, Indiana’s new 
Insurance Commissioner. 
Allen told me: "Almost every 
governmental unit that I have 
been associated with just grew 
with 
little 
planning. 
People 
conceived 
a 
problem 
and 
created a mechanism calculated 
to approach that rather isolated 
problem 
without 
establishing 
long range planning and gearing 
the mechanism to an objective 
of a long range goal.” 
He cited, a law enacted by 
the recent General Assembly on 
bail bonds as an example of 
how government is established. 
He said: 
"Somebody saw a 
problem in the bail bond in­ 
dustry. Rather than structuring 
within the Insurance Depart­ 
ment and letting us determine 
how to best administer to the 
problem, 
they 
set 
up 
very 
stringent 
rules 
and 
respon- 
s i b i l i t i e s , 
i n c l u ding 
qualifications of a new person 
within the department to ad­ 
dress himself to the problem.” 
As a former Judge, Allen took 
a personal interest in his court 
in bail bonding. Some of his 
actions resulted in legislation 
upgrading 
the 
methods 
of 
posting bond. He admitted the 
present 
system. 
"is 
not 
satisfactory,” 
and 
that 
ad­ 
ministrative procedures might 
be responsible for not getting 
the job done. He said: “One 
of my programs will be to look 
into the entire administrative 
procedure as to how people get 
out of jail while others remain 
behind 
bars. 
Almost 
an 
in­ 
finitesimal percentage of the 
population ever winds up in jail, 
so it is not one of my high 
ranking priorities. However, I 
think that our procedure for 
defaulting bail bonds is pretty 
archaic.” 
Under the new law, license 
fees for bail 'bondsmen is in­ 
creased from $10 to $100 with 
the 
industry 
paying 
for 
in­ 
vestigation of violations of bail 
bond law snd enforcement. 
It is also most 
axiomatic in 
government, that once created, 
all agencies try to expand and 
are never abolished; once a new 
tax is enacted, 
it is

repealed and seldom reduced.

Conflict of interest in state 
government is inevitable with 
a part-time citizen legislature.

insurance regulation, education 
and commerce. It cannot be 
tolerated 
in

employes.

small items with

access, 
priced, right, During two years 
we sold them about $46,000 of 
an $800,000 gross business. You 
can see that it is a small part.” 
.As main purchasing agent for 
the state, being a succes*sful 
businessman 
should 
be

qualification 
rather 
than 
a 
detriment. If Sanders had failed 
in his own personal business, 
I 
would 
hate 
to have him 
running the business1 for the 
state. 
A Legislative Ethics bill has 
been considered by the past 
several sessions of the General 
Assembly, but never seriously. 
It has failed to make it out 
ot committee. Senator Lawrence 
M. Borst altered the Ilinois law 
and introduced it in the last 
session. Difficult to write with 
parttime 
legislators, 
hard, to 
enforce, don’t look for quick 
Passage.
